A MATTER OF TIME. 
\\ e rejoice at the fact that Bulgar­ 
ia is out of the war and that the 
forces formerly operating against the 
Germany of the Balkans will now be 
released to march through the back 
°H ^ Ustrla-Hungary. The peace 
with Bulgaria will prooably mean 
that Turkey will get out of the war 
before spring, althougn . the latest 
advice is that Turkey has decided to 
. stay by the Central Pdwers. 
We should not be too optimistic 
over the present outlook for peace. 
That peace is nearer than we had 
any reason to expect a month ago is 
certain. It is impossible for peace to 
come this fall or winter, however, un­ 
less the German 
army In northern 
France and Belgium }s destroyed. The 
period for intense fighting in Europe 
is of short duration. Granting that 
good weather will continue as long 
or longer than usual, fighting can be 
expected to keep up for only three 
or four weeks. Of course, it is possible 
to fight all through the winter, but 
not in the same huge way that it is 
going on now. 
With the Bulgarian railroads un­ 
der the control of the Allies, it will 
be easy to move troops hurriedly, but 
to get an army on the Danube and 
well supplied with material before 
cold weather is a feat for the Gods 
and not for human beings. Even were 
Turkey to ask for peace 
today, 
it 
would not be possible to transport the 
troops from Palestine and Arabia to 
Europe in time to help in a grand of­ 
fensive this fall, were such a course 
advisable in other ways. 
There is a prospect for peace this 
fall, though it is too much like hop­ 
ing against hope to expect peace to

MOTOR LAUNCHES 
AS MINE SWEEPERS 
A French Atlantic Port, Oct. 3.— 
(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press)—France in her work of safe­ 
guarding the coast from mines and 
submarines is using a large number 
of motor launches of the standard­ 
ized American type which came over 
under their own steam with a loss of 
only one out of fifty. 
One of the most successful boats 
used for the work is the canonniere 
which, working with Diesel engines, 
can steam 3,000 miles at ten knots 
an hour without refuelling, and so 
could cross to the United States un­ 
der its own power. The craft carries 
guns big enough to deal with any sub 
marine, as well as depth charges, and 
its low draught enables it to travel 
over mine fields that would wreck a 
destroyer. The average size of this 
vessel is about 400 tons. 
For mine-sweeping the French use 
an economical form of trawl. The 
sweep-is towed astern, being held out 
by floats, and the trawl itself has in­ 
genious under-water appliances 
for 
keeping it at the required dqpth, and 
a new device for cutting a mine adrift 
whenever it touches the trawl line.

HER FIRST VOTE By Ber! C. Hodges, Co-Author of auf, 
frage Bill In Legislature. 


"While the state legislature adopted 
a resolution authorised by Senator 
Tucker, of Ardmore, and myself dur­ 
ing the sixth meeting of the state's 
law-making body calling for a vote on 
the right of the women of the state 
to vote at all elections, this was done 
before America declared war on Ger­ 
many. 
Congress and the president 
up to that time had done nothing ex­ 
cept that the president had expressed 
himself favorably and advocated leav­ 
ing the matter entirely up to the states 
individually. Following In the wake 
of the president’s statements along 
this line, and taking the same pro­ 
gressive steps than many other states 
had already done, this resolution was 
introduced and passed by the Okla­ 
homa legislature. Some of the oppo­ 
sition to woman suffrage claim that 
it is a wrong time to vote upon this 
Question, because of the great amount 
of war work that is to be done and 
must be accomplished by the women 
land they state that had the war 
been in progress at the time this 
resolution was being considered by 
the state legislature that it would 
never have passed. This charge that 
the women of the state should bear 
the burden of the war work that they 
have so nobly taken upon themselves 
sud at the same time not even give 
them a chance to make an appeal to 
tlfe men who have the absolute say 
so with their votes next November as 
to what shall be done, is unfair, and 
the charge that had war been in prog­ 
ress woman suffrage resolutions would 
have met defeat in the legislature I 
claim is a proven untruth, because of 
the fact that since the war, Congress, 
recognising the great work women 
over the country are doing for the 
cause, at the president's suggestion, 
adopted in the House of Representa­ 
tives, a resolution, which if the three- 
fourths of the state legislatures ratify, 
will bring about woman suffrage, na­ 
tionally. 
Rest assured that we will 
have woman suffrage and I believe 
that we will get It this next November j 
tor Oklahoma.
